In thus referring to lhe estimated expenditures 
on account of our newly acquired Territories, I 
may express the hope that Congress will concur 
with me in the desire that a liberal course of pnlicv 
may he pursued towards them, and that every ob¬ 
ligation, express or implied, entered into in cense 
quence or their ncqoisition, shall be Inlfilled by the 
most liberal appropriations for that purpose. 

The values of our domestic exports for the last 
fiscal year, as compared with those of the previous 
year, exhibit an increase of $43,646.322. At fir.l 
view this condition of our trade with foreign na¬ 
tions would seem to present the most flattering 
Hopes ol its future prosperity An examination of 
the details ol our exports, however, will show 
thnt the increased value of our exports for the 
Inst fiscal year is to be found in the high price of 
cotton wmch prevailed during the first half of thnt 
year, which price has since declined about one- 
half. 

The value of our exports of breadstuff, and pro- 

p'W tariff and targe importations from abroad 
would have greatly augmented, has fallen from 
$68,701,921. in 1847, to $26,051,373 in 1850,and 
to $21,948,653 in 1851, with a strong probability, 
amounting almost to a certainly, of a suit further 
reduction in the current sear. 

The aggregate values of rice exported during 
the last fiscal year, as compared with the previ¬ 
ous year, also exhibit a decrease amounting to 
$460,917, which, with a decline in the values of 
trie exports of tobacco for the same period, make 
an aggregate decrease in these two articles of 
$1,156,761. 

The policy which dictated s low rstoofdulies on 
foreign merchandise, it was thought by those who 
promoted and established it, would lend to benefit 
the farming population of this country, by increas¬ 
ing the demand and raising the price of agricultu¬ 
ral products in foreign markets. 

Tim foregoing taels, however, seem to show In- 
c on lest ■ tnl i iy that no such result has followed the 
adoption of this p, licy. On the contrary, notwitb- 


courage home productina without excluding foreign 
competition. 

The numerous fronds which continue to be prac¬ 
tised upon the revenue, by false invoices and un¬ 
dervaluations, constitute an unanswerable reason 
for adopting specific instead of nil valorem duties 
in all cases where the nature of the commodity 
does not forbid it. A striking illustration of these 
frauds will be exhibited in the Rct>ort of the Sec¬ 
retary of the Treasury, showing the custom-house 
valuation of articles imported under a former law 
subject to specific duties, when there was no in¬ 
ducement to undervaluation,and the custom-house 
valuations of the same articles, under the present 
system of ad valorem duties, so greatly reduced 
as to leave no doubt of the existence of the most 
flagrant abuses under the existing laws. This 
practical evasion of the present law, combined 
with the languishing condition of some of the 
great interests of the country, caused by over im¬ 
portations and consequent depressed prices, and 
with the failure in obtaining a foreign market for 
our increasing surplus of breadstuffs aud provis¬ 
ions, has induced me again to recommend a mod¬ 
ification of the existing tariff. 

The report of the Secretary of the Interior, 
which accompanies this communication, will pre¬ 
sent a condensed statement of- the operations of 
that important department of the Government. 

It will be seen that the cash sales of the public 
lands exceed those of the preceding year.and that 
there is reason to anticipate a still further increase 
notwithstanding the large donations wltich have 
been made to many of the States, and the liberal 
grants to individuals as a reward for military ser¬ 
vices. This fact furnishes very gratifying evidence 
of the growing wealth and prosperity of our coun¬ 
try. 

Suitable measures have been adopted for com¬ 
mencing the survey of the public lands in Cali¬ 
fornia and Oregon.' Surveying parties have been 
organized, and some progress has been made in 
establishing the principal base and meridian lines. 
But further legislation qpd additional appropria¬ 
tions will be necessary before the proper subdivis¬ 
ion can be jnadc, and the general land system ex¬ 
tended over those remote parts of our territory. 

On the 3d of March last, an act was passed 
providing foi the appointmant of three commis¬ 
sioners to settle private land claims in California, 
persons were immediately appointed, all of

Along the Mexican frontier, and in California, 
and Oregon, there have been occasional manifest¬ 
ations of unfriendly feeling, nnd some depreda¬ 
tions committed. Iam satisfied, however, that 
they resulted more from the destitute nnd starving 
condition of the Indians than from any settled 
hostility toward the yhites. As the settlements 
of our citizens progress toward them, the game 
upon winch they mainly rely for subsistence is 
driven off or destroyed, and the only alternative 
left to them is starvation or plunder. It becomes 
us to consider, in view of this condition of things, 
whether justice and humanity, as well as an en¬ 
lightened economy, do not rcqnirc that,instead of 
seeking to punish them for offences which are the 
result of our own policy towards them, wc should 
not provide for their imntediatc wants and en¬ 
courage them to engage in agriculture, and to 
rely on their labor, instead of the chase, for the 
means of support. 

Various important treaties have been negotia¬ 
ted with different tribes daring the year, bv which 
their title to large and valuable tracts of country 
has been extinguished, all of which. will, at the 
proper time, bo submitted to the Senate, for rati¬ 
fication. 

The joint commission under the treaty of Gnad- 
alupc Hidalgo has been actively engaged in rnn- 
nmg and marking the boundary line between the 
Limed States and Mexico. It'was stated, in the 
last annual report of the Secretary of the Interi¬ 
or, that the initial point on the Pacific and the 
point of junction of the Gila with the Colorado 
river had been determined, and the intervening 
line, abont one hundred and fifty miles in length 
ran and marked by temporary monuments. Since 
that tune a monument of marble has been erected 
at the initial point, and permanent landmarks of 
iron have boon placed at suitable distances alone 
the line. 6 

The initial point on the Rio Grande has also 
been fixed by the commissioners at latitude 32 
degrees and 22 minutes, and -at the dale of the 
last communication the survey of the line had 
teen made thence westward about one hundred 
and fifty miles to the neighborhood of the copper 


against onr citizens. I have endeavored to 
comply, as far as possible, with this provision of 
the treaty. Orders have been given to the of¬ 
ficers commanding on that frontier to consider 
the Mexican territory and its inhabitants as 
equally with our own entitled to their protec¬ 
tion ; and to make all their plans and arrange¬ 
ments with a view to the attainments of this 
object. Instructions have also been given to 
the Indian commissioners and agents among 
these tribc3, in all treaties, tojmokc the clauses 
designed for the protection of our own citizens 
apply also to those of Mexico. I have no rea¬ 
son to doubt that these instructions have been, 
fully carried into effect. Nevertheless, it is 
probable that, in spite of all onr efforts, some 
of the neighboring States of Mexico may have 
suffered, as our own have, from depredations 
by the Indians.

FRANCE.—A New Aspect. 

Bonaparte’s last message was chiefly occupied 
in proposing and defending the repeal of his 
own law for restricting the suffrage of France 
nearly one third. He advocates a return to 
universal suffrage as the only means of avoid¬ 
ing civil war. He pretends that the law has 
not operated as he expected, but he probably 
sees that it will not serve his purposes. The 
constitution requires at least two million votes 
to elect any man president, otherwise the elec¬ 
tion goes to the Assembly. But this law ren¬ 
ders it nearly impossible for any one to obtain 
that number, consequently he could not be re¬ 
elected under it. And he dared not press a 
change allowing a second election while so 
large a portion of the voters were disfranchise.!.

The ad¬ 
vice of Washington, proved wise by experience, 
to have nothing to do with the affairs of Euro¬ 
pean nations, should not be lightly departed 
from ; hut that advice was given to a youthful 
people, with institutions unsettled, and mav not 
indicate our duty in essentially other circum¬ 
stances. Were the powers of Europe to com¬ 
bine to crush free principles in England, ought 
we to see the deed done with only a sigh? 
No. Nor ought free nations to have seen Hun¬ 
gary butchered. No sophistry caa induce his¬ 
tory to forgive the act. It is their perpetual 
shame. England especially should have taken 
tae lead, and as Kossuth tells her, “ without a 
shilling or a drop oi blood she might have saved 
Hungary:- ° why was it not done : Why 

did ‘Venot at least entreat England to do it: 

a “' mter ference should be exercised with 
great caution, and only pa at 
behaU* oi' constitutional liberty, xheii it o ft 
to be exercised, and the irresistible tendencTof 
British aud American mind is that it shall he 
May Kossuth have the imperishable honor of 
achieving this new and just work for mankind.

Aushuax Legation-, July 4, 1851. 

The undersigned. Charge des Affaires of his 
majesty, the Emperor of Austria, having sub¬ 
mitted to the Emperor your Excellency's des¬ 
patch, bearing date December 21, 1850, has 
been instructed to make the following reply. 

The conduct of the United States, of which 
the undersigned had heretofore complained, in 
sending an agent to Hungary to open a commu¬ 
nication with the rebels there in arms, then, 
against his majesty the Emperor, appears to be 
justified in the said despatch, on the ground 
that the United States are the “ representation 
of purely popular principles of government,” 
principles on which the governments of those 
States are “ themselves wholly founded ; ” and 
hence a just and rightful sympathy on the part 
of the people and government of the United 
States, on behalf of all movements, wherever 
and by whomsoever made, in behalf Of liberty 
and equality. 

Whether, if such truly were the foundation 
of the American government, it wouM justify 
ihe course of conduct of which the Emperor 
complains, it is not necessary now to enquire, 
since this assumption on the part of the Aineri- 
cm governments “to be wholly founded upon,’’ 
and “ to be the representative of purely popu¬ 
lar principles of governments,” does not seem 
to the Emperor to rest on any sufficient fbunda-

Your Excellency can hardly fail to be aware 
that in two of the United States, to wit, South 
Carolina and Mississippi, the majority of the 
inhabitants are kept in a state of degrading per¬ 
sonal servitude, with a total prohibition of po¬ 
litical and social rights, utterly unknown in any 
portion of the Austrian dominions; that in 
fourteen out of the thirty one States, the same 
is the ease with a very large portion of the na¬ 
tive-born inhabitants; that even those States in 
which this system does not exist, are pledged 
to support it in the others; for which purpose 
the general government is the instrument and 
agent; a function, without the perpetual dis¬ 
charge of which, as no one knows better than 
your Excellency, especially in the scrupulous 
return of all refugees from servitude, the Union 
could not continue to exist. 

Your Excellency has been pleased to quote 
the Layback Cifcular of May, 1851, as if to il¬ 
lustrate some marked distinction between the 
principles of the Austrian and American gov- 
unents. The following is the passage quot¬ 


ed:

doctrine here laid down, not perfectly consistent 
with the principles and practice of the Ameri¬ 
can governments ? Does your Excellency admit 
any right on the part of the slaves, that is tc 
say, the large majority of the motive popula¬ 
tion of South Carolina, to rise against and *- 
overturn the rule of their white masters ? 
not the government of the United States pledged 
to interfere to put down any such insurrection ? 
Do not the Slave holders of South Carolina and 
of the other States, claim to hold their powi 
directly from God, and to be responsible to h’ 
alone for its exercise ? And do they not rely 
the Bible to prove it ? The undersigned begs 
leave to entertain the opinion, and he boldly 
appeals to the civilized world for the justice of 
it, that the right of the Emperor of Austria to 
decide alone and exclusivfelv upon the political 
changes necessary and proper to be made i 
Hungary, is at least os good as the title of 
hundred thousand American slave-holders t 
keep in sole dependence upon their will and 
pleasure upwards of three millions of their fel¬ 
low countrymen, while they reduce the remain¬ 
ing twenty millions of nominal freemen to the 
hardly more enviable condition of slave-drivers 
and slave-hunters.

Thc Emperor of Austria is no enemy to pop¬ 
ular right.

But he does 
not look for information “ on the great ideas of 
responsibility and purely popular principles of 
government,” to the representatives of an aris¬

But although the Emperor cannot in anywise 
admit the pretensions of the United States to 
be “ the representatives of purely popular prin¬ 
ciples of government," he has no Objection that 
the relations of the two governments should 
stand upon that basis of mutual interference with 
the internal concerns of each other, on which 
the American government seems disposed to 
place it. In common with the rest of Christen¬ 
dom, he has long regarded with commiseration 
the degraded servitude, as it seems to him, dis¬ 
graceful to Christianity, in which so large a por¬ 
tion of the common people are kept; and he 
cannot doubt that the uprising before long of 
some black Kossuth, will furnish him with an I 
opportunity of carrying these new principles 
laid down hf the American government into 
practice, and thereby serving the cause of hu- 
” happiness, ever dear to the Emperor’s 


their silence, and 
approbation, other 
have passed. 

And so far as the same sentiments and feel¬ 
ings prevail among the people of other States, 
it has the same meaning, and shows that there 
is no hope of justice to the African race in this 
country until these sentiments and feelings are 
eradicated by a higher sense of justice, a truer 
conception of the rights of hurmm nature, a 
holier love of God and man, and a nobler sen¬ 
timent of liberty among tlw Caucasian or white 
race, who have hitherto taken away their rights 
and oppressed them. 

The meaning of the question is this: Have 
we any reason to hope that our own race will 
ever become so imbued with the sentiment of 
justice and human brotherhood as to respeetthe 
rights and humanity of these people ?—or must 
we forever remain under the dominion of selfish¬ 
ness and brute force It b assumed that the 
prejudice of the white race in America against 
the African is a natural instinct, imprinted in 
us by the Creator to prevent these races from 
living in the same society anil commingling to¬ 
gether. If this were true it would afford a good 
reason why they should inhabit separate por¬ 
tions of the earth; but it is an equally good 
reason against enslaving them; and since our 
ancestors stole them from their native shores, 
and brought them here, where they have now 
as good a birthright as ourselves, no such rea¬ 
son can justify us in treating them as outcasts, 
and excluding them from the occupancy of the 
soil— N. I - , tribune.

A large number of her 
passengers took passage at Chagres for New 
Orleans: the balance sailed in the Cherokee, 
which left Chagres, at 2 o’clock, P. M., on 
the 20th, and arrived here shortly after 7 
o’clock last evening in a passage of a little 
over nine days. 

There lias been no indication of the near 
approach of the rainy season, And the miners 
along the various streams are reaping a rich 
harvest of gold: Immense quantities of sand 
have been taken from the beds of the rivers, 
and from the dry diggings, and piled up so as 
to he washed, so soou a- the rains set in, and 
troiu tins and other sources, it is confidently 
expected, that the Quantity of gold will be,in 
no respect diminished duriug the approach¬ 
ing winter.

President's Message Concluded. 


The stone dock in the nary yard at New 
York, which was ten years in course of con¬ 
struction, has been so far finished as to be sur¬ 
rendered up to the authorities of the yard. 
The dry dock at Philadelphia is reported ns 
completed, and Is expected soon to be tested 
and delivered over to the agen's of the gov- 


That at Portsmouth, New Hawpshire, is also 
nearly ready for delivery; and a contract has 
been concluded, agreeably to the act of Con- 
grss at its last session, fora floating sectional 
QvtK on the Bay of San Francisco. I invite 
yo ur attention to the recommendation of the 
Department touching the establishment of a 
navy yard in conjunction with this dock on the 
Pacific. Such a station is highly necessary to 
the convenience and effectiveness of our fleet in 
that ocean, which must be expected to increase 
with|tne growth of commerce, and the rapid ex¬ 
tension of our whale fisheries ov^r its waters. 

The Naval Academy at Annapolis, under a 
revised and improved system of regulations, 
now affords opportunities of education and in¬ 
struction to the pupils quite equal, it is believed, 
for professional improvement, to those enjoyed 
by the cadets in the Military Academy. A 
large class of acting .midshipmen was received 
at the commencement of the last academic 
tfrm, and a practice-ship has been attached to 
the institution, to afford the Amplest means for 
regular instruction in seamanship, as well as 
for cruises d uring the vacations of three or four 
months in eacli^-ear. 

The advantages of science in nautical affairs 
have rarely been more strikingly illustrated 
than in the fact staled in the report of the Navy 
Department, that, by means of the wind and 
current charts, projected and prepared by 
Lieutenant Maury, lire Superintendent of the 
Naval Observatory, the passage from the At¬ 
lantic to the Pacific ports of our country has 
been shortened by about forty days. 

The estimates for the support of the Navy 
and Marine Corps the ensuing fiscal vear wiit 
be found to be $5,856,47a 19, the estimates for 
the current year being $n,900, 6ai. 

The estimates for special objects under the 
control of this department amount td $2,684,- 
220 89, against $2,210,980 for the present year, 
the increase being occasioned by tile additional 
mail service on the Pacific coast and the con¬ 
struction of the dock in California, authorized 
at the last session of Congress, and some slight 
additions under the head of improvements 
and repairs iq navy yards, buildings and nu- 

1 deem it of mnch importance to a just econ¬ 
omy, and a correct understanding of naval ex. 
penditures, that there should be an entire sep¬ 
aration of the appropriations for the support of 
the naval service proper from those for perma¬ 
nent improvements at navy yards and stations, 
and from ocean steam-mail service, and other 
special objects assigned to the supervision of 
this Department. 

The report of the Postmaster General, here¬ 
with communicated, presents an interesting 
view of the progress, operations, and condition 

his Department. 

At the olose of the last fiscal year, the length 
of mail routes within the United States was 
196,290 miles; the annual transportation there¬ 
on 53,272,252 miles : and the animal cost of 
such transportation $3,491,751. 

«*Tbe length of thfi foreign mail routes is es- 
liwated at 18,349 miles ; and the annual trans¬ 
portation thereon a,t 615,206 miles. The anuuol 
coat of this service is $1,172,187, or which 
$448,937 is paid by the Post Office Department, 
and $1,023,950 is paid through the Navy De¬ 
partment. 

The annual transportation uil.’in the United 
States (excluding the service in California and 
Oregon, which is now, for the first time, re¬ 
ported and embraced in the tabular state men la 
of the Department) exceeds that of the pre¬ 
ceding year 6,162,655 milas, at an' increased 
cost of $547,110. 

The whole uuniber of post offices in the 
United Stales, on the 30th day of June last, 
was 19,796. There were 1,698 post offices es¬ 
tablished, and 255 discontinued, during the

The expenditures for the'same period (ex¬ 
cluding $‘J5',599 49, paid under an award of 
the Auditor, in pursuance of a resolution of the 
last Congress, for mail service on the Ohio 
and Mississippi rivers in 1832 and 183:1, and the 
amount paid to the British post office for for¬ 
eign postages collected for and payable to that 
office) amounted to $6,'24,566 79 ; leaving a 
balance of revenue over the proper expendi¬ 
tures of the year of $703,299 99. 

The receipts for postages during the year 
(excluding the foreign postages collected for 
and payable to the British post office) amount¬ 
ed to $6,345,74721, being an increase of $907,- 
610 79, or 18.65-100-per cent over the like re¬ 
ceipts for the preceding year- 

The reduction of postage, uuder the act of 
March last, did not take effect until the com¬ 
mencement of the present fiscal year. The 
accounts lor the first quarter, under the opera¬ 
tion of the reduced rates, will not be settled 
before January next; and no reliable estimate 
of the receipts for the present year can yet be 
made. It is "believed, however that they will 


fall far short of those of the last year. The 
surplus of the revenues now on hand is, how¬ 
ever, so large that no further appropriation 
from the treasury, in aid of the revenues of 
the Department, is required for the current 
fiscal year ; but an additional appropriation for 
the year ending Jane 30 T 1853, will probably be 
fonnd neecessaty when the receipts of the first 
two quarters of the fiscal year are fully as- 


porting them to Congress for its action. 

An Act of Congress approved 30th Septem¬ 
ber, 1S-50, contained a provision for the exten¬ 
sion of the Capitol, according to such a plan as 
might be approved by the President,. and ap¬ 
propriated one hundred thousand dollars to be 
expended under his direction, by such archi¬ 
tect as he should appoint to execute the same. 
On examing the various plans which had been 
submitted by different architicts, in. pursuance 
of an advertisement by a committee of the Sen¬ 
ate, no one was found to be entirely satisfactory, 
and it was therefore deemed advisable to com¬ 
bine and adopt the advantages of several. 

The great object to be accomplished was to 
makesuch an addition as would afford ample and 
convenient halls for the deliberations of the two 
Houses of Congress, with sufficient accommo¬ 
dations for spectators, and suitable apartments 
for the committees and officers of the two 
branches of the Legislature. It was also de¬ 
sirable not to mar the harmony and beauty of 
the present structure, which as a specimen of 
architecture, is so universally admired. Keep¬ 
ing Mi ese objects in view, I concluded to make 
the addition by wings, detached from the pres¬ 
ent building, yet connected with it by corri¬ 
dors. This mode of enlargement will leave the 
present Capitol uninjured, and afford peat ad¬ 
vantages for ventilation and the admission of 
light and will enable the work to progress 
without interrupting the deliberations of Con¬ 
gress. To carry the plan into effect I have ap¬ 
pointed an experienced and competent archi¬ 
tect- The corner-stone was laid on the 4th day 
of July last, with suitable ceremonies, since 
which time the work has advanced with 
commendable rapidity, and the foundations of 
both wings are now nearly complete. 

I again commend to your favorable regard the 
interests of the District of Columbia, and deem 
it only necessary to remind you, that although 
its inhabitants have no voice in the choice of 
representatives in Congress, they are not the 
less entitled to a just and liberal consideration 
in your legislation. My opinions on this sub¬ 
ject were more fully expressed in my last an¬ 
nual communication. 

Other subjects were brought to the attention 
of Congress in my last annual message, to 
which I would respectfully refer. But there 
was one of more than ordinary interest to which j 
I again invite your special attention. I allude, 
to the recommendation for the appointment of a 
commission to settle private claims against the 
United States. Justice to individuals as well as 
to the Government imperatively demands that 
some more convenient and expeditious mode 
than an appeal to Congress should be adopted. 

It is deeply to be regretted that in several 
instances officers of the Government, in at¬ 
tempting to execute the law for Ihe return of 
fugitives from labor, have been openly resisted, 
and their efforts frustrated and defeated by law¬ 
less and violent mobs ; that in one case such 
resistance resulted in the death of an estimable 
citizen, and in others serious injury ensued to 
those officers and to individuals who were using 
thoir endeavors to sustain the laws. Prosecu¬ 
tions have been instituted against the alleged 
offenders, so far as they could be identified, and 
arc still pending. I have regarded it as my 
duty, in these cases, to give all aid legally in 
iny [lower to the enforcement of the laws, and 
I shall continue to do so wherever and when¬ 
ever their execution may be resisted. 

The act of Congress for the return of fugi¬ 
tives from labor is one required ami demanded 
by the express words of the Constitution. 

The Constitution declares, “ That no person 
held to service or labor in one State, under the 
laws thereof, escaping into another, shall, in 
consequence of any law or regulation therein, 
be discharged from such service or labor, but 
shall be delivered up on claim of the party to 
whom such service or labor may be due.” This 
constitutional provision is equally obligatory 
upon tho legislative, the Executive, and Judi¬ 
cial Departments of the Government, and upon 
every citizen of the United States.

In his last annual report the Postmaster 
General recommended a redaction of postage 
to rates which he deemed as low as could be 
prudently adopted, unless Congress tvas pre¬ 
pared to appropriate from ihe treasury, for the 
support of the department, a sum more than 
equivalent to the mail services preformed by it 
for the Goverment, The recommendations of 
the Postmaster General, in respect to letter 
postage ,except on letters from and to Califor¬ 
nia and Oregon, were substantially adopted by 
the last Congress. He notv recomends adher- 
ance to the present letter rates, and advises 
against a further reduction until justified by the 
revenue of the Department. 

He also recoinends that the rates of postage 
on printed matter be so revised as 
to render them simple, and more uniform in 
their operation upon all classes of printed mat¬ 
ter. I submit the recommendations of the re¬ 
port to your favorable consideration. 

The public statutes of the United States 
have now been accumulating for more than 
sixty years, and interspersed with private acts 
are scattered through {numerous volumes, and, 
from the costs of the whole, have become ul- 
uiosts inaccessible to the great mass of the 
eommunity. They also exhibit much of the 
incongruity and imperfection of hasty legisla¬ 
tion As it seems to be generally conceded 
that there is no “commonlaw ” of the United 
States to supply the defects of their legislation 
it is most important that legislation should 
be as perfect as possible, defining every power 
intended to be conferred, every crime intended 
to be made punishable, and prescribing the 
punishment to be inflicted. in addition to 
some particular cases spoken of more at length, 
the whole criminal code is now lamentably 
defective - Some offenees are imperfectly de- 
gribed, and others are entirely omitted; so 
that flagrant ennes may be comitted with im¬ 
punity. The seale of punisment is not in all 
cases graduated according to the degree and 
nature of the offence, aue is often rendered 
more unequal by the different modes of impris¬ 
onment, or penitentry confinement, in the dif¬ 
ferent States. 

Many laws of a permanent character ,have . 
been introduced into appropriation bills, and it 
is often difficult to determine whether the par¬ 
ticular clause expires with the temporary act of 
whieh it is a part, or continues in for.e. It has 
also frequently happened that enactments and 
provisions of law have been introduced into bills 
with the title or general subject of whieh they 
have little or no connexion or relation. In this 
mode of legislation so many exactments have 
been heaped upon each other, and so often'with 


Congress, however, must^from necessity, first 
act upon the subject, by prescribing the pro¬ 
ceedings necessary to ascertain that the person 
is a fugitive, and the means to be used for his 
restoration to the claimant. This was done by 
an act passed during the first term of President 
Washington, which was amended by that en¬ 
acted by the last Congress, and it now remains 
for the Executive and Judicial Departments to 
take care that these laws be faithfully executed. 
This injunction of the Constitution is as per¬ 
emptory and as binding as any other; it stands 
exactly"on the same foundation as that clause 
which provides for the return of fugitives from 
justice, or that which declares that no bill of 
attainder or ex poste facto law shall be passed, or 
that which provides for an equality of taxation, 
according to the census, or the clause declaring 
that all duties shall be uniform throughout the 
United States, or the important provision that 
the trial of all crimes shall be by jury. These 
several articles and clauses of the Constitution, 
all resting on the same authority, must stand or 
fall together. Some objections have been urged 
against the details of the act for the return of 
fugitives from labor; but it is worthy of re¬ 
mark that the main opposition is aimed against 
the Constitution itself, and proceeds from per¬ 
sons and classes of jiersons, many of whom de¬ 
clare their wish to see that Constitution over¬ 
turned. They avow their hostility to any law 
which shall give full and practical effect to this 
requirement of the Constitution. ' Fortunately, 
the number of these persons is comparatively 
small, and is believed to be daily diminishing, 
but the issue whieh they present is one which 
involves the supremacy and even thq existence 
of the Constitution. 

Cases have heretofore arisen in which individ¬ 
uals have denied the binding authority of acts 
of Congress, and even States have proposed to 
. nullify such acts,.upon the ground that the 
Constitution was the supreme law of the land, 
and that those acts of Congress were repugnant 
to that instrument; bnt nullification is now 
aimed, not so much against particular laws as 
being inconsistent with the Constitution, as 
against the Constitution itself; and it is not to be 
disguised that a spirit exists and has been-ac- 
tively at work to rend asunder this Union, which 
is our cherished inheritance from our revolu¬ 
tionary fathers. ■ 

In my last annual message I stated that I 
considered the series of measures, whieh had 
been adopted at the previous session, in refer¬ 
ence to the agitation growing out of the Terri¬ 
torial and Slavery questions, as a final settle¬ 
ment in principle and substance of the danger¬ 
ous and exciting subjects which they embraced; 
and I recommended adhererenee to the Adjust¬ 
ment established by those measures, until time 
and experience should demonstrate the necessi¬ 
ty of lurther legislation to guard against evasion 
or abuse. I was not induced to make this rec¬ 
ommendation because I thought those measures 
perfect, tor no human legislation can be perfect, 

ide diflerences and jarring opinions can only 
be reconcile® by yielding something on alt sides, 
and this result had been reached after an angry 
conflict of many months, in which one part of 
the country was arrayed against another, and 
violent convulsion seemed to be imminent.— 
Looking at the interests of the whole country, 
I felt it to be my duty to seize upon this Com- 
• promise as the best that could be obtained 
amid conflicting interests, and to insist upon it 
as a final settlement, to be adhered to by nil 
who value the "peace and welfare of the country. 
A year has now elapsed since that recommen¬ 
dation was made. To that recommendation I 
still adhere, and I congratulate you and the 
country upon the general acquiescence in these 
measures of peace, which has been exhibited in 
all parts of the Eepublic. And not only is there 
this general acquiesenee in these measures, but 
the spirit of conciliation which has been mani¬ 
fested' in regard to them in all parts of the 
country, has removed doubts and uncertainties 
in the minds of thousands of good men con¬ 
cerning the durability of our popular institu¬ 
tions, and gfven renewed assurance that our 
Libprty and our Union may subsist together for 
the benefit of this and all succeeding genera- 


VENTILATION 

Is one of the essentials of a good school 
room, since upon it depend the vigor and ac¬ 
tivity of all the functions of the animal econ¬ 
omy. The air we breathe is as essential to life, 
as is the food we eat. If the air we breathe 
is impure and diluted, the consequence is 
equally fetal as if our food were deficient in 
quantity, or poisonous in quality. It is the 
object of ventilation to furnish a constant 
and sufficient quantity of pure air properly 
regulated in regard to heat, moisture and ve¬ 
locity , and to remove the impure air as fast 
as it becomes vitiated by respiration, perspi¬ 
ration anti the burning of fires and lights. 

Ventilation is to be effected by producing 
movements and changes in the atmosphere ; 
hence some knowledge of certain properties 
and conditions of this element, es|ieeinlly 
those properties anti states more immediate¬ 
ly connected with this subject, is absolutely 
necessary in applying any rational and effi¬ 
cient system. . 

The air we breathe, is a perfectly elastic 
fluid, void of taste, color or smell, extending 
upwards from the surface of the earth a very 
grentbiunn undetermined distance. In com¬ 
mon with other fluids, when confined, it 
presses equally in all directions. Its elastici¬ 
ty varies inversely with the distance of the 
particles from each other. It is most, dense 
in the lower strata, and the density decreases 
in ascending. The atmospheric pressure on 
every square inch of the earth’s surface is 
14.6 pounds. 13.06 cubic feet of air'weigh 
one pound avoirdupois, A volume of air in¬ 
creases in bulk equally for equal increase of 
heat, as measured by the thermometer. 
One hundred cubic feet of air at 32° being 
raised in temperature to 212° will increase to 
136.C cubic feet, hence for every deg. of heat, 
air expands 1-491 of its bulk at 32 u . In 
heating the air of a room, there is a constant 
interchange of particles. The particles in 
contact with the warming aparatus, become 
heated and then change position with the 
colder particles. It is supposed that one 
particle of air never communicates its heat 
to another particle less heated. 

From the properties enumerated, it might 
be inferred that the atmosphere is a sithple 
substance; this, however, is not the (act.— 
It is composed principally of two ingredi¬ 
ents technically callcd’oxygen and nitrogen. 
The proportions by weight are, oxygen 23.02 
parts, and nitrogen 76.98 parts ; or by vol¬ 
ume, 20.8 parts of the former, and 79.2 parts 
of the latter. This projiortion, is invariably the 
same in all climates at the level of the sea, and 
at tine highest point to which man lias as¬ 
cended. 

The oxygen is the life-giving and fire-sus¬ 
taining element, nnd so exactly adapted is 
this proportion to the wants of nature, that 
should the per centage be changed to anv 


When an attempt is made to inhale pure 
carbonic acid, violent spasms of the glottis 
take place; inspiration is completely pre¬ 
vented ; convulsions of the whole body en¬ 
sue, followed by insensibility and death.— 
Hence when persons enter beer vats, deep 
pits and long closed wells, filled with this 
gas, they perish by suffocation before aid can 
be rendered. When this gas is sufficiently 
diluted to be admitted into the lungs, it acts 
as a narcotic poison: the violence of its ef¬ 
fects depending on the degree of dilution.— 
When but slighdy diluted it produces giddi¬ 
ness, a sickening sensation at the stomach, 
muscular prostration, agonizing headache, 
bloated comiteiiance, stupor and death. Such 
is the process when life is extinguished by 
placing burniug charcoal in the sleeping a- 
partinent. As we find it in our unventilated 
school room, the symptoms are less violent, 
still |ierfectly obvious to the senses, and too 
destructive to the mental mid physical ener¬ 
gies of our children to be tolerated for a 
single day. 

Take a school room twenty feet square, 
seven feet high in the clear, heated by means 
of a sheet iron stove, with no means of ven¬ 
tilation; occupied by sixty persons of all 
ages front four to twenty-one,— scholars not 
remarkable for habits of personal cleanli¬ 
ness. Let an accurate observer spend one 
day in that room and carefully note down 
such phenomena as result chiefly from the 
effects of vitiated oil - ; and how reads «his 
note book? In the morning, the scholars 
are vigorous in body and buoyant in spirits ; 
full of life and activity; a healthy glow beams 
from every eye ; those inclined to study, en¬ 
ter upon the duties of the day with the same 
animation in which they would engage in 
their sports; the teacher partakes of tho 
common life and joy; lie is pleasant in his 
intercourse with.his pupils; mild aud per¬ 
haps lax in his discipline : to any reasonable 
request he answers “ yes” with a smile. But 
time passes; aud by an invisible process the 
vital principle of the air is rapidly changed 
to a deadly poison. At every inspiration 
each scholar destroys five or six per cent, of

Should the oxygen be 
much increased, fuel would burn with such 
brilliancy that the flame could scarcely be en¬ 
dured ; and all animal life would he so excited 
to overaction, tlmt the most vigorous consti¬ 
tution would be exhausted in a few days.— 
Should the oxygen fie withdrawn, fuel would 
cease to burn, and inau aud beast would 
feint and droop and die. 

The nitrogen of the air has generally been 
regarded, as entirely neutral in its effects on 
the human system, used merely to dilute the 
oxygen, ns the Homoeopathist uses the ex¬ 
tract of whey to dilute his medicines. It is 
possible, however, that it performs some more 
important, but as yet unknown ageucy in 
tiie animal economy. 

In additjon to these two ingredients, there is 
always found in the air a small but variable 
quantity of carbonic acid gas. , This does not 
usually exceed the tenth of one per cent. 

Some other matter in minute quantities, is 
usually floating in the surrounding medium : 
such as impalpable dust aiid the various ef¬ 
fluvia emulating from the vegetable, mineral, 
and animal kingdoms. 

The atmosphere at all temperatures con¬ 
tains more or less apueous vapor. In clear 
weather, this vapor is in an invisible stale.— 
When the air contains the greatest amount 
of which it is capable, it is said to be satu¬ 
rated. It is found that the higher the tem¬ 
perature of the air, the greater is its capacity 
for moisture. At 32° it is capable of holding 
the 160th part of its own w eight; at 59® the 
80th part, and at 36® the 40th part. 

A due degree of moisture in the air we 
breathe is of the utmost consequence to the 
healthy condition of the physical system.— 
Expired air is uniformly saturated, or nearly 
so, with aqueous vapor; if then, the in¬ 
spired air is very dry, too much moisture 
is absorbed from the lining membrane of the 
mouth, throat and lungs, causing extreme 
thirst,and sometimes inflammation of the parts 
affected; if, on the other hand, the inspired 
air is saturated with vapor, the organs of res¬ 
piration have no medium for throwing off 
that amount of moisture essential to their 
healthy condition. 

Insensible perspiration is also equally af¬ 
fected hy this condition of the atmosphere. 
If the surrounding medium is completely 
saturated, insensible perspiration nearly cea¬ 
ses ; but if the air is perfectly dry, moisture 
is absorbed from the external surface so rap¬ 
idly, that the skin becomes dry and parched. 
The Sirocco and the Harinattan illustrate the 
injurious effects of extremes in the moisture 
or dryness of the atmosphere. 

It is a common practice in our winter 
schools, by means of a close stove to raise 
tiie temperature of the air in the room from 
a point sometimes as low as zero, up to 70® 
or 80® Fahrenheit, without furnishing any 
additional moisture except the filthy vapor 
exhaled from the lungs. If no other regula 
tion is provided, at least every school room 
should be supplied with a large evaporating 
dish, with a movable cover. The dish should 
be well cleansed every m >rning, filled widi 
pure water and placed on the stove. 

It is difficult to determine by experiment, 
the exact amount of air inspired and expired 
in a given time. Experiments have obtained 
different results. We shall take the small¬ 
est quantity, as the nearest proximation to 
the truth. By inspiring eighteen rimes per 
minute, taking in twenty cubic inches of air 
at each inspiration, an individual would 


the external surface of the body are vitiating 
the. air with nearly equal rapidity; and the 
heated stove is performing a similar work.— 
The animal spirits soon sink under the pres¬ 
sure of this gaseous poison. But the much 
desired recess comes, and by a shout, a bound 
nnd a snuff of the fresh air, the spirits re¬ 
vive; but only to be repressed again hy “du¬ 
rance vile.” An hour’s intermission gives tem¬ 
porary relief. But behold! the contrast be¬ 
tween the first aud last part of the day. As 
the afternoon wears slowly away, the spark¬ 
ling eye and roseate cheek no longer 
appenr; the freshness and vigor of tho 
morning you see not; instead of the elas¬ 
ticity of mind enjoyed in the free air, them 
is a disinclination to all mental exertion; the 
muscular system is relaxed ; stupor has taken 
the place of animation; there is a sickening 
sensation at the stomach; the mind is con¬ 
fused and the head aches; a thousand ex¬ 
cuses are framed to go out or to he dismissed. 
The teacher ns well ns the scholars becomes 
nervous nnd irritable ; the same requests that 
in the morning he granted with a smile, he 
now denies with a frown. And all this is for 
the want of a pure invigorating atmosphere. 

It is utterly impossible that our children 
should be thus caged six hours per day dur¬ 
ing their school age, without a vast sacrifice 
of- life and health, of physical and mental 
vigor, to the next generation. 

Scholars thus situated cannot make much 
progress in their studies, even if they had 
the disposition so to do. And not only this, 
but it renders the school obnoxious to their 
better feelings. Not understanding the cause 
of their iudescribahle sensations, they are 
accustomed to associate them with their 
teacher or their lessons, and thus often, from 
this cause alone, truancy nnd punishment are 
preferred to the school room and its duties. 
But even admitting that this process did not 
seriously injure the health; that the child 
could learn as fast in this condition as in any 
other; that it did not tend to disafifect him 
with his studies; still a child educated in such 
ai school room as we have described would 
come out a Very different specimen of hu¬ 
manity from one educated in obedience to 
the laws of nature. 

The character to be moulded and formed 
does not depend entirely on the kind and 
quantity of instruction given, or on the mode 
of imparting it. The result may be very 
materialy affected by the physical and mentul 
state of the child during the time that the 
forming process is going on.

The practical question how the foul ail- 
can be removed from the school room and 
the pare introduced in its stead, is one of 
great importance; and the greatest practical 
difficulty to overcome, is the idea prevalent 
in the community, that no necessity exists 
for any such arrangement Whenever die 
subject is introduced, we are almost invaria¬ 
bly referred to our forefathers, who enjoyed 
health and vigor to a good old age, and never 
knew the meaning of the term, ventilation. 
The fact seems to be entirely overlooked, 
that the huge open fire place of our ances¬ 
tors has disappeared from our houses and 
tiie close stove substituted in its stead. The 
former furnished ample means of ventilation 
for all ordinary purposes. Even die high 
settle becomes necessary to protect the back 
from the current of air "as it moved swiftly 
from the doors and windows and every crev¬ 
ice to the heated flue. But now we close 
the flues, stop the crevices, tighten the doors 
and windows, and take the oxygen in the 
room to supply the fire. This change of 
custom imperatively demands the introduc¬ 
tion of some appropriate means for chang¬ 
ing die air of the school room. 

Another obstacle is found in the idea enter¬ 
tained, even by those who admit the necessi¬ 
ty of ventilation, that the doors and windows' 
furnish ample means for accomplishing this 
object. But it should be remembered that the 
windows are for the introduction of light; 
the door is a passage way for the ingress and 
egress of beings having the power of loco- 
inotion—that the atmosphere is an inert sub¬ 
stance—that it will not move into, or out of, 
any aperture, except under certain condi¬ 
tions ; and that a case might exist, where a
